"The period ot the British Conquest 
of Canada though short was filled 
Willi events ot the greatest Impor- 
tance to this country," said W. T. 
Wniigh, Chairman ot the Department 
ot History in his MoColM .Museum 
radio lecture- Inst night over Station 
CFCF. This is the .second ot those 
radio lectures by professors ot tho 
McGIII History' Department on Can- 
adian history, with special reference 
to tho exhibits in tho McCord Mus- 
eum. 

The conquest of Canada was but a 
part of the Seven Years' War In Europe 
from 175G-G3, . continued Professor 
Waugh. Previous to the wnr the P.rl- 
tish colonies in America wero con- 
fined to thoso along Atlantic seaboard 
from Georgia to Nova-Scotia. The 
French wero In possession ot Capo 
Urcton, Princo Edward J.-dand, and 
Louisiana. They had established a 
string ot forts ulong the Mississippi 
Eivcr from the Gult ot Mexico to tho 
(Jrcat Lakes, and their attempts to 
join Canada to Louisiana threatened 
to horn in tho English.' Tho British 
desired Canada not so much for its 
value, but to remove a menace to the 
American colonies. 

Tho struggle for Norlh American 
supremacy actually began among tho 
settlers in 1754 while the homo gov- 
ernments were at peace. Through in- 
competence and lack of cooperation in 
the British ranks Franco was easily 
victorious. Montcalm, who camo to 
Canada In 1750, contributed greatly to 
these successes. 

Tho policy, of Britain was to attack 
Now- France simultaneously with 
three armies from three directions by 
a fleet up tho St. Lawrence, by way 
or Lake Champiain and the Itichelicu 
River to Montreal, and overland to 
Lake Ontario. Montcalm assumed tho 
offensive and captured Fort William 
Henry and Oswego in what is now 
the United .States.

The main fallaey of Kddinglon's 
book "Tho Nature of the Physical 
World" is that of Potlllo Prlltolpll. 
This was the general Impression 
was tho general Impression which 
this book left upon Dr. PcrtCOUS. 
Processor of Philosophy at Smith Col- 
lege, who addressed a Very largely at- 
tended meeting of tho Philosophical 
Society last evening at the homo of 
Sir Arthur Currie, ' Ho look for the 
topic of his address' "Our Two 
Worlds". 

Dr. Porteous launched a vigorous 
attack upon the book, and oponod up 
channels for discussion, and In that 
way tho meeting was unique. Eddlng- 
ton according to Professor Porteous, 
explained the world of phylscs. Tills 
however is not the same as explain- 
ing tho physical world. Tho world of 
physics consisting of abstract entitles 
which was probably quite real to Ed- 
dlngton, is very much different from 
tho physical world of everyday 
known to the average onlooker. 

Eddlnglon again doea not tjlvc a 
satisfactory cpislomology. Ho re- 
solves everything down l.p the matter 
and seems to forget the soul. The 
brain according to him Is just so 
much matter, which receives Impres- 
sions, and reacts to I hem mechanic- 
ally. 

Following- the delivery of the paper, 
tho meeting was thrown open to 
general discussion. Dr. Evo spoke on 
tho subject from the physicists' point 
of view, whllo Dr. Hondo) and Dean 
MacKay dealt with tho epistologlcal 
aspect» of the question.

The meeting opened by nominating 
Cooper, Uukc, and Evans no stspcr- 
vlslors for Iho construction of the 
glider. A number ot members signed 
up to start tho construction of the 
rll>s today. As these have to be made 
very accurately much tlmo and work 
Is entailed, it was explained. The 
construction or ono rib takes about 
thrco hours. 

A pattern is made tho exact size of 
a rib and all ribs aro constructed 
from this pattern. Accuracy is to be 
tho strong point In tho construction 
of the gilder, and to Insure this each 
man Is to bo detailed to a definite 
piece ot work. Two sets of Jigs are 
to bo made for each side to Insure 
accuracy. 

Captain Finnic gave some informa- 
tion as to tho construction of the 
machine and invited tho members of 
tho club and all those interested to 
visit tho factory this afternoon at 3 
o'clock. AH those Intending to go 
must meet in tho Engineering build- 
ing not later than 2.13 p.m.- 

Considerable discussion took place 
as to a suitable field- on which to 
glide. At prosent a field at tho west 
end of city is being considered. 

Members of tho club will work"0Vi 
tho machine during the * Christmas 
holidays, and construction •wilT have 
had a good start by tho beginning of 
the now year. As yet no one has vol- 
unteered for tho position of official 
tester.

rteatty advised his Iiearer3, besides 
acquiring technichal knowledge, to 
work at their future profession dur- 
ing vacations and to cultivate the 
art of clear and lucid explanation.

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UNIVERSITY CHURCH SERVICE 

IT is a good sign that the University church services are to be 
resumed, though at a later date than the first service last 
year. These services are intended as a sign that there is some 
religious activity at McGill. But since most students who would 
wish to attend them have their regular churches, the University 
services are not held more than once a month. In keeping with 
the" idea, Moyse Hall is used, and preachers with a special mes- 
sage for students are secured. 

It is not the first occasion upon which Professor Nathaniel 
Micklem of Queen's University has preached at a McGill church 
service, and those of us who have heard him in the past arc look- 
ing forward to his appearance tomorrow. If the practice of a 
monthly service is to be resumed, we can anticipate in the new 
year speakers of the calibre of Dr. Bill Rose, of Dartmouth Col- 
lege, the Reverend F. J. Moore of the Toronto S.C.A., Dr. S. P. 
Rose of the United College, and others who have been heard in 
past years. 

The fact that Moyse Hall has never been crowded to the 
doors at past services caused those responsible for organising 
them to hesitate this year, and to try to discover the reason that 
greater interest was not shown. Some considered that the at- 
tendant had been satisfactory enough, while others pointed 
out. that a larger congregation might be secured if the service was 
held in the afternoon or evening It is probably true that many 
who would like to attend feel a stronger duty to their own church 
in the morning. It might be suggested that one of the » city 
churches be secured, that arrangements be made for a speaker 
popular with students, and that the service be called a McGill one. 

But the organisers very wisely decided to follow the pre- 
cedent of former years for at least the first service, and the re- 
sult is tomorrow morning's meeting in Moyse Hall. We note that 
a student choir will be in attendance to lead in singing the Jiymns, 
and that the service will be conducted by Dr. Gifford, while Sir 
Arthur will read the lesson. ' 

This service merits the support of the undergraduates of 
McGill.

TEACHING 



OST of us were educated by women. Our very early edu- 
cation came from our mothers, who even if they were not 
experts gave us a good start. Some were unfortunate enough 
to be put in the hands of governesses right from their infancy 
and the results are with them to this day. College and secondary 
schools have a proportionate number of male educators but it 
is in the elementary schools where there is a singular lack of 
men. 

In this sphere of education, beyond which the majority of 
people do not advance, where some of the vital habit forming 
periods are, the task of education is in. the hands of women. If 
our early outlook on life is to be balanced there must be the per- 
sonal touch as well as the learning phase. Boys are reticent un- 
der the influence of women and girls need the influence of the 
male side as well as the female. Yet men shrink from becoming 
teachers. Perhaps it is because of the small remuneration ; per- 
haps it is because they feel that it is not a man's job. 

Teaching is not only a vocation, it is a great responsibility 
$s well as a great joy and opportunity. One is dealing with life 
and should not undertake it unless he is willing to make his own 
life worthy of the high calling. 

Every teacher needs a good foundation of general education, 
is .much to his advantage to know all kinds of people, to read 
widely, and to travel freely. No one can teach more than he is. 
Por elementary teachers studies dealing with child growth and 
development are of first importance. In high school and college 
teachings scholarship assumes increasing importance. Young 
people have a right to expect that their teachers shall be masters 
of the subjects of instruction. Nothing inspires love of learning 
in the young so much as personal association with earnest men 
and women whose own love of learning is deep and abiding. 

The level of intelligence is rising rapidly in America. A 
great educational revival is under way. High school enrollment 
which was 2,000,000 in 1920 is now 5,000,000. Unless teachers 
.are to be less well informed than the general level of the com- 
munity, they must continue their interest in things intellectual 
throughout life. 

It is a mistake to think that teaching is un easy task. It is 
a "delightful work for people who are fitted and trained for it 
but it is difficult and will grow more so as the demands upon 
the school increase with the complexity of modern Jiving. The 
average teacher, like the unknown soldier, is not conspicuous, nor 
does he wish to be. He is satisfied to do a good work well. He 
loves children. He is an upright citizen. He enjoys home life. 
He delights to help people got started and get ahead. These 
mean more to him than fame. 

A good way to discover which branch of education best suitB 
one's gifts and interests is to talk with workers who are unusu- 
ally successful and happy in that field and to visit them at their 
work. 

Teachers who enter the profession during the next few years 
will share in the great advance which is under way. They will 
see salaries increase, standard» rise, more generous public ap- 
preciation, closer relations between the /;chool and the life around 
it, the growth of parent education, the development of recrealjoi) 
and Jei8ur«.

When 
that time comes wo will ho turning 
out graduates possessing degrcen 
only. Thero will bo no enthus'nsm 
o.- spirit instilled In them lo bo 
carried through their post-collcglat« 
life, Personality will be lacking and 
students will hnvo nothing more 
than Intellectual rtualiliea. 'Will 
those, bo enough for thorn to retain 
in order to make success In life?

Sophomore," which wna printed In 
tho Lantern last week, it stated that 
tho Lantern should rcf.iln from sup- 
porting traditions. or. as he 
described it, " a movement that would 
revive or preserve the time wasting.

campus. 

Tho Lantern Is not tupposeU to 
represent any reform movement un- 
less It deems it necessary. But, as 
a matter of fact, wo do feel that the 
present situation of tho traditions 
and spirit here. Is sadly in need 
of reform. Tho reform, we feel 
should be made as nearly like the 
attitude toward traditions of several 
years ago, as possible. 

One of the strongest appeals for 
the revival of traditions here, be-' 
sides that of an enthusiastic group 
of students, is being made ' by the 
alumni. Old graduates who fought, 
against each other In the cano rush 
and tug-of-war, feared the punish- 
ment of the up'perclassmcn if they 
were tempted to use the Long Walk 
or sit on the steps at University 
Hall ajid wore their freshmen caps 
daily to bo safe from a drenching In 
Mirror Lake at the hands of. Bucket 
and Dipper members, are those who 
are making urgent requests that the

A DANGEROUS PRECEDENT 

Three 'Washington Times reportera 
were sentenced Wednesday to 45 daya 
each In Jail for contempt of court by 
Judge Peyton Gordon when they re- 
fused to reveal to a District cf Colum- 
bia grand Jury tho name* and ad- 
dresses of persons from whom they 
claimed to have purchased liquor. The 
men told tho court they hud bought 
liquor In 49 speakeas'es in Washings, 
ton, that they had gulned admittance 
to them through friends and that tli*>y 
had promised not to reveal the names 
of bootleggers, asserting their only 
purpose in going to the speakeasies 
was to develop news stories concern- 
ing crime conditions In Washington. 

Though sentenced for 45 days, tho 
reporters face Indeterminate sentenc- 
es, since tin- y will be liable to another 
contempt action If tljcy refuse lo ans- 
wer the questions at tho end of their 
terms. The judge Implied that they 
might be freed before tho - expiration 
of their sentences if thry revealed 
the names of the bootleggers. 

It seems to us that ihe District of 
Columbia I» countenancing a high- 
handed and highly dangerous proced- 
ure if it permits the sentences «f the 
reporters to stand. A. procedtnt would 
bo «et which would very effectually 
prevent newspaper campaigns against 
L-rimo conditions mid political abuser. 
\\\ tho past newspapers have rondorod 
ncivico lit inestimable value to the 
public on numerous occasions by re- 
vealing corruption in government nnd 
incl'lclcndcs in police administration. 

U is the duty of law enforcement- 
officials lo net upon reports of crlmo 
nod the privilege of any citizen or 
publication to point out. violations of 
the law. Courts and other crime pre. 
ventlon osenclca should be appreci- 
ative of lips from Individuals or 
newspapers which Inform them of In- 
stance* of law brcuk/ng. 

Prosecution of criminals hardly lies 
within tho provlnco ot journallsm- 
Newspapers have u. definite duly to 
perform for tho public in bringing lo 
light deplorable crlmo conditions; If 
their reporters are to be required lo 
secure evidence against Individual 
lawbreakers and divulge this evidence 
before tribunals of Justice they H''Ot|ld 
ho subsidized by the stole. Judgo 
Cordon lias attempted to convert 
a newspaper stuff Jpip a. police 
department. It Ik true that 
nev/s/iountls nrp often amaiguy'sfeullij, 



but the uvorago rcpor'cr wuuld hnrd- 
bo bo willing to become u federal 
"tllittool," even It Ills Journalistic 
duliCH d'd nut prevent It.

OVER-EDUCATION 

Tho avorago rrci liniaii looks forward, 
with il uni a I n dog co of Irophlallun, 
lo the lung essays nnd book reviews 
which ho iiiu.it tvrlio lift part or the 
prescribed work In rhetoric. H he 
could look ahead Just a year or two 
more, however, he would realize |m- 
mediate'}' that llio present had no ter- 
rors to compara with ihooo of ihg fu- 
ture. 

Tho purpusa uf such work in rheto- 
ric, and n very real purputc. Ih lo 
train xludenlH to organize and write 
satisfactory cstuiys, and tu prepare 
ll.cm for doing thin work In other 
courses. Much successive, year, wo find 
this training moro and mora neces- 
sary. The book review, tho ion;; "term 
paper," Hunter essays, and lectures, 
prepared and given by the student, 
grow moro and moro nopu'a.1* In ad- 
vanced courses. 

Modern educators contend, and with 
good reason, that ouch Individual work 
Is. moro valuable than nil tho clotii- 
rcom lectures and text assignments In 
n course. They say, and this" can 
hardly bo doubted, that 'llio student's 
development hinges moro upon this 
research than upon any other factor. 

In moderation, individual Uudy is 
very valuable. It resembles c'oscly 
tho method of study pursued in grad- 
uato school, with the term paper 
taking tho placo of tho thesis. The 
man who Is working for his master's 
or doctor's degree, however, follows 
only one line of study.- lie chooses 
carefully his field of Investigation, and 
then devotes himself to that. 

The undergraduate, unfortunately 
is not in a parallot position. It he 
happens to have several classes In 
which the work Is organized along 
these Unes, ho must, do his research in 
each one. Often the subject Is one in 
which he is not concentrating, nnd 
which has only a minor interest for 
htm; 

Of course, such work is usually not 
obligatory. Tho Instructor usually re- 
marks that only thoso who aro work- 
ins' for honor grades need to do it. Yet 
nf.r.rly everyone tackles It, for many 
feel that they aro capable of getting 
the better grade, nnd others have n 
sneaking f-eling that it will help raise 
their mark, In case it should bo un- 
comfortably low. 

So, as tho middle of the semester 
approaches, tho libraries begin to fill 
up, and busy librarians arc kept busier 
still, digging up musty tomes from 
their dusty receptacles, to bo used 
once, and then returned for another 
year of oblivion. Later pons and type- 
writers wl'l take up the burden, and 
braln-woavy students will try to keep 
data from five different courses from 
bf-comlng hopelessly entangled in a 
potpourri of scrambled knowledge. 

Cut, believo it or not, wo will bo ac- 
quiring an education.

Tim customer Is tnndo a 
partner In tho business. This keeps 
llin customer loyal lo the firm, and 
causes I'lm, to (alio an Interest lu in- 
creas'ng ilia ' prosperity or tho bus- 
lncHf«, one bus soen It done local'y by 
tho Mon I real l'dghl, Heat. ,t I'owe-r 
Colts.; The Southern Canada. Cower 
Company and varloiin other firms. 
The llcll Telephone Company has for 
years been lo a considerable extent 
ciiBloiner-owncd. 

Ono of the newest developments 
along liicso I'nes Is Hint of giving 
f'pcalnl fucllll'cs to customers, lo be- 
come pfirtne:» or shareholders In the 
business, l'acilltles of payment for 
Sharon, low prices for stock, and so 
on, aro accorded In customers of the 
firm, In o-.dcr lo tempt them to come 
along and own a Hhn'.o In tho bus- 
iness. The Companies find It pays 
them to do fio. 

It would appear that ihero I* no 
corporation In the world which would 
derive so inuch ( bcnofit from a greater 
do^.co of "customer-ownership'* than 
the City of Montreal. Less than 30 
per cent ot the people of Montreal, 
customers of the Corporation in every 
sense, aro part-owners of It. Less 
than .10 per cent of them own that 
litllo part of Montreal In which they 
reside. Possibly It would be si pro- 
fitable thing for the City of Mont- 
real to otrer inducements to it's 
c'tlzena to becomo part-owners of the 
City. True, the man who owns big 
slices of It, tho . apartment house 
owner, the tenement owner, factory 
owner, nnd so on, aro like the big 
slock owners In a company. They 
need no Inducement; tho profit on 
their business Investment Is inducc- 
mcn enough. But the resident who, at 
most, can only afford to owp tho small 
bit of Montreal on which he lives, 
might well by some kind of concession 
made by the City, bo given en- 
couragement to buy a lot, build n 
houso and become part-owner ot the 
city of whose administration ho is a 
customer. 

There are various ways: Tax ex- 
emptions arc granted in many muni- 
cipalities to encourage new industries. 
It might be extended to home build- 
ers. Somo cities have a special archi- 
tectural service at the.d'sposal of the 
cottage and bungalow builder, keep- 
ing a supply of stock plans available, 
from which the would-be builder may 
sqlcct his choice and receive a set of 
copies at a very cheap rate. Cases 
havo been seen where a city, needing 
ctirtlr for levelling up ground, willing- 
ly excavated . foundat'ons for home 
builders In the neighborhood In order 
to get tho earth. And It was noted 
that a number of people got busy 
building that summer in order to get 
tho benefit of tho free excavation. 
Thero aro many things a c'ty ad- 
ministration can. do to encourago the 
homo builder, frequently with , little 
or no additional expense to tho ad- 
ministration. Xo doubt they would be 
willing to receive suggestions along 
theso lines.

In Engineering: 
Says E. W. Beatty 

(Continued from pago one) 
during • tho period ot Industrial de- 
pression which folowed tho war, olvll 
engineers were too many for tho de- 
mand and consequently many emi- 
grated to the United Slates. 'Now, 
however, conditions have changed for 
tho better. Tho possibilities for min- 
ing and metallurgical engineers he 
considers limitless. As an oxampl" ho 
mentioned that through tho Ingenuity 
ot metallurgists, tho' Sullivan iiilhj, 
bought for less than n quarter ot n 
million, is now worth several times 
that amount. Tho scope ot chemical 
engineering Is similarly Increasing. 

Tho profession ot mechanical en- 
gineering, Mr. Beat t y asserted, Is 
now coming definitely Into its own. 
Experiments of university graduates 
havo out down tho operating cost of 
C.'P.U. liners to a record level. 

The speaker urged the students to 
observe two things besides amassing 
technical knowledge. The first is to 
spend their holidays at their future 
work. In this way practical experi- 
ence is acquired anil the student be- 
comes known to his profession. 
Secondly, as business decisions arc 
now often made at conferences o.* 
layman executives, tho embryo en- 
gineer should learn to express himself 
simply and clearly.

Wolfe's 
division was also successful in cap- 
turing Fort Frontenac, now Kingston, 
but Abercrombie'a army, although 
greatly outnumbering, tho French, 
was disastrously defeated at Tlcondc- 
rog«v 

In 1T59 the triple offensive was 
again renewed. Woifo laid slego to 
Qucbcc/Amherst started overland for 
Montreal through Now York, and a 
small western division attacReil Nia- 
gara. Again the wings were success- 
ful, but Amherst's army though never 
beaten failed to reach .Montreal,
